FCC RULES PRIMER 


JOHN D. BOWKER — PRINCETON JUNCTION, NJ 


III. HOW THE RULES ARE ORGANIZED 


The FCC Rules are separated into "Parts". At this time, there are some 
40 Parts ranging from Part 0, “Commission Organization" to Part 100, "Direct 
Satellite Broadcasting". (Note that many of the Part numbers are skipped.) 


The Rules are printed once a year during the spring and contain the rules 
as they were on October first of the previous year. The daily releases, or the 
Federal Register, or any of the several FCC Rules Updating services will keep 
you more up to date if it’s necessary. Five books contain all the rules -- 
they cost just under $100 for all five volumes. One of the books covers the 
main broadcasting Rules and costs about $25 when ordered from the U.S. Govern- 
ment Printing Office in Washington. It is called CFR 47 Parts 70-79. 


Of greatest interest to broadcasters are Part 73, "Radio Broadcast Ser- 
vices" and Part 74, “Experimental, Auxiliary and Special Broadcast and Other 
Program Distributional Services". We shall be examining elements of these and 
a few other Parts in this series of articles in DX News. For example, Part 13 
deals with Operator Licensing and Part 17 covers regulations on painting and 
lighting a radio tower. But let’s focus on Part 73 for awhile. 


Part 73 has seven Subparts: 


-- AM Broadcast Stations 

-- FM Broadcast Stations 

-- Noncommercial Educational FM Broadcast Stations 
-- (Reserved) 

Television Broadcast Stations 

-- International Broadcast Stations 

-- Emergency Broadcast System 

-- Rules Applicable to All Broadcast Stations

Subpart A is divided into 47 Sections and the Sections are divided into 
many paragraphs! Fortunately, only a few really have any direct bearing on 
medium wave DXing so I can be selective in passing them on to you. But the 
index to Subpart H goes on for 2-1/2 pages! So you can see why things get 
complicated sometimes for a well-meaning station owner.

On February 23, 1924, radio came to the 
WXIZ103.3FM Hoosier State, when the Indiana Department of 


Commerce granted a license for WBBZ to begin 
operations. The little station broadcast at 
sporadic times, and transmitted a 50 watt 
signal. Two years later, the station received 
re its first federal license, and began regular 
as WKBF. A temporary studio was built within 
WIRE inside the Indianapolis branch of the Ford 
Motor Company on East Washington Street. A 
aml430 transmitter was located near Brownburgd, 
on Indianapolis’ west side. Three 
weeks later,the permanent studios were ready, in the Hoosier 
Athletic Club on North Meridian Street.As WKBF moved, the station 
increased its power to 250 watts, a strong signal on the 
uncluttered radio dial of the 1920's. 


Early live sports broadcasting aired by WKBF included the 15th 
Indianapolis 500 on May 30, 1927 (and many Indy 500's 
afterwards), and the first network broadcast in Indianapolis. 
This pioneering step aired the NBC Red Network broadcast of the 
Dempsey-Tunney heavyweight fight. In March, 1928, WKBF began play 
by play broadcasts of the Indiana High School Basketball 
Tournament. 


Success required larger quarters, 50 WKBF moved to new 
facilities at the Severin Hotel. Indianapolis Broadcasting, Inc. 
took the station over in 1929, and station founder Noble B. 
Watson became part of this corporation. The studios were again 
moved, and a 500 watt transmitter was built in Clermont. 


The year 1933 brought several changes to WKBF. The station 
increased its power to 1000 watts, and moved its transmitter to 
Millersville Road, Indianapolis, where yet another long wire 
antenna was erected. And the station changed its call to WIRE to 
avoid listeners confusion with arch rival WFBM. And the station 
became a full NBC affiliate. 


In 1936, WIRE was purchased by Eugene Pulliam, publisher of 
the Indianapolis Star/News, and the station moved its transmitter 
to its present site at 44th and Knollton Road. WIRE increased its 
power to 5000 watts with this move. 


In the next 20 years, the Star/News operated WIRE with lots of 
NBC programming, and many local news and sports broadcasts. The 
station was located in the prestigious Claypool Hotel and the 
Star/News Building. In 1960, Joseph Amaturo bought the station, 
failed to make money in the face of television competition, and 
sold it to Mid-America Radio. The station, as had many other 
network affiliates had been programming more contemporary middle 
of the road music with each passing year. The best known WIRE 
alumnus of this era was Jack Paar. 


On October 1, 1967, WIRE went to a country music format, and 
began 24 hour a day operation. This decision dramatically 
increased the station's market share, and earned it seven 
Billboard Magazine "Country Music Station of the Year" awards 
between 1968 and 1981. 


WIRE also became the flagship station for the Indiana Pacers 
Basketball Radio Network, and the Indiana University Football and 
Basketball Radio Network. It still originates these play by play 
broadcasts and feed them to 50 stations. And, in 1978, WIRE 
became the key station for the statewide Indiana News Network, 
and in continued efforts to keep its listeners informed, WIRE 
installed National Weather Service Color Weather Radar, to allow 
the air personalities to inform listeners of dangerous weather 
conditions instantly. Indianapolis is situated in a tornado area, 
and unstable weather conditions can occur at any time.

In 1982, WIRE became the first station in the United States to 
test AM stereo transmitting equipment for car use, for Delco, the 
Manufacturer of car stereo equipment. Consequently, on December 
13, 1982, WIRE became the first station to broadcast full time in 


AM stereo, using the Motorola System - the syste 
. m chose 
for its manufacturers. 7 Pane ere 


WIRE moved its offices and studios to its present transmitter 
location in 1969. And, in 1972, the station purchased WGEE-FM 
changed the call to WxTZ, and this station broadcasts easy : 
listening music. The single story, modern station building houses 
both stations, offices, and WIRE's Collins 820E/F1 (AM Stereo) 
transmitter, and an RCA back-up. The station's 5000 watt signal 
non directional days, and directional at night, is transmitted by 
two 322 foot high towers. The figure eight night pattern protects 
WNIR - Newark, N.J., KLO, Ogden, UT., and KSKS, Tulsa, OK. 


In 1985, in a disastrous decision, WIRE dropped its popular 
country music to program rock music from the '60's, 70's, and 
80's, 1n an attempt to appeal to the yuppie market, airing a lot 
of Bruce Springsteen, Beatles, Jimmie Hendrix, and other rock and 
roll artists. The station's 5.4 market share plummeted to 
nothing. The $500,000 that the station spent to promote the 
format change was spent truly in vain!

A noteworthy promotion in the country music days of 1984 was 
the million dollar cash grabs. $1,000,000, mostly in $1's and 
$5's was dumped in a pile in the middle of a shopping center. A 
lucky contestant, selected at random, had a minute to grab all of 
the money possible. For obvious reasons, only two cash grabs were 
held. 

Since the 1985 programming debacle, WIRE restored its country 
music format. Today it comes via satellite from Transtar, with 
local live assist during drive times. Traffic reports, weather, 
sports, and ABC Information and local news round out the 
programming. Religion is broadcast on Sunday. 


WIRE - WXTZ was bought in August, 1988 by Merrill Lynch. Only 
the future can tell what is in store for these two stations, 
including one of the finest country music stations in the 
country. 


The editor wishes to thank WIRE-WXTZ Chief Engineer Kim Hurst 
for all of his help in the preparation of this station profile on 
Indiana's first radio station.

Calculating 
skywave propagation 
By John Battison 


Last month's column discussed 
skywave propagation. Although radio 
transmission characteristics are general- 
ly wel! understood. and the FCC rules 
specily methods for calculating coverage 
and interference areas, there is always a 
plus or minus factor in the results. 
Chances are. you have come across a 
situation in which a station’s predicted 
contour didn’! fall where it was supposed 
to. The resulting contour was either too. 
far out or too close. If the calculations 
were performed correctly and the rules 
were properly applied, why didn’t the 
resull match the calculations? One cause 
night have been higher or lower ground 
conductivity. Another might have been 
that the antenna’s vertical radiation 
characteristics were not properly applied. 


Calculations 

To accurately calculate skywave prop 
ayation, you must follow a particular set 
of guidelines. These guidelines are 
specified in the FCC's rules. Figure 6A of 
section 73.190 depicts the departure 
angle vs. the transmission range of an in- 
lerlering signal 

Curves 2 and 3 of that figure allow for 
signal strength variations that occur 
because of scattering and changes in the 
height of the ionosphere. These curves 
are used lo compute the 10% interfering 
signal strengths. the two values are read 
from the char] and applied to the vertical 
antenna pattern. The curve thal gives a 
higher value of radiation at the signifi- 
cant angle is the one used for calculation 
Purposes. 

The higher-value curve is used to en- 
sure conservative values in the compula- 
tion of the 10% interfering signal. In 
many cases, therefore, we find that the 
distant signal strength could have been 
increased. The resull is sornetimes the 
creation of large areas where there is no 
reception. On the other hand, interfer 
ence (or at least the reception of the dis- 
lant signal) sotmeumes occurs in 
these dead areas because of ionospheric 
scalter.

An example of the nighttime limit 
calculations for a regional station are 
shown in Figure }. The values theta-min 
and theta-max are obtained from the 
curves in section 73,190. 

T-min-vert-rad and T-max-vert-rad 
represent the minimum and maximum 
vertical radiation values from the 
station's antenna. Max-vert-rad is the 
same value as T-max-vert-rad because it 
is the maximum radiation value an- 
licipated at the pertinent angle. It is this 
value thal is used in the interference 
calculalions. 

As we discussed last munth, received 
field strength also depends upon latitude

should find that the skywave signal 
strength equals 67.739uV/m. Be sure 
you use the eorrect chart. 

Now let's look at the antenna. The 
antenna we are using has a horizontal 
radiation of 38.723xV/m. This value is 
less than either the T-min or T-max 
values because we are usiny a directional 
antenna and the radiation at 4° and 8° is 
higher than it is on the ground. 

The commission requires that applica- 
tions for a directional antenna include 
either a series of conicals or individual 
vertical radiation patterns for each 
azimuth required. (Conicals are anlenna 
patterns plotted at 5° increments from 
0° through 60° of vertical radiation 
above the ground on all azimuths.) The 
information is required by the FCC, 
but instead of calculating each azimuth 
and then entering the data on every ver- 
lical section. you may use a computer 
printout. 

The last step is to compute the inlerfer- 
ing signal at the distant station from 
WCBF. Divide the maximum vertical 
radiation by 100 to convert the value to 
numbers based on 100mV/m. Muluply 
this number by the skywave field. then 
divide by 1.000 to convert it to millivolls 
per meter. Finally, multiply by 20 to ob- 
tain the nighttime limit. The last step is 
necessary to generate the protection 
ratio of 20:1.

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High-definition radio: 
Will it work? 


By Douglas Fearn 


This UHF broadcast band could open a whole new world 
of opportunities for daytime AM station owners. 


Many daytime AM broadcasters are hop- 
ing something will be done to improve 
their chances for success in an already 
competitive situation. Many of these sta- 
tions currently are forced to leave the air 
for most of the post-sunset period. Al- 
though these stations can apply for pre- 
sunrise and post-sunset authorizations, the 
power levels permitted are quite small— 
often only a few watts. 

One proposal for improving this situa- 
tion relies on opening a new broadcast 
band. The band, covering the frequencies 
from 578MHz to 596MHz, would allow 
many daytime stations to become full-time 
operations. These frequencies encompass 
UHFTV channels 32, 33 and 34. The TV 
stations currently operating on these chan- 
nels would be afforded full protection un- 
der the proposal. However, no new UHF- 
TV stations would be licensed on these 
frequencies. 

This new service would be called high- 
definition radio (HDR) because of the ad- 

dition of FMX encoding. The proposal 
calls for mandatory use of FMX, thereby 
opening the door for a high-quality broad- 
cast service. 


The HDR proposal 

The original HDR proposal was devel- 
oped by station owner Larry Tighe, engi- 
neering consultant Clarence Beverage and 
communications attorney Larry Roberts. 
Under the plan, originally called FM2, 
many of the approximately 2,400 daytime 
only AM stations would have the first op- 
portunity to apply for an HDR channei. 
This group makes up half the existing AM 
stations. 

After the daytimers have had the chance 
to begin operation in the new baud, other 
potential users would be permitted to ap- 
ply. The second group of applicants would 
include those AM stations that share time 
with another station. Next, Class 1V AM 
stations and other AMs demonstrating ser- 
ious coverage problems may apply. The 
next group of eligible applicants to be con- 
sidered would be those non-commercial 
applicants that were unable to be licensed 
on the FM band. Any remaining alloca- 
tions would be assigned to other appli- 
cants that can demonstrate a need. 

Upon FCC approval, both the existing 
AM station and the new HDR station may 
be operated for five years. At the end of 
that time, one of the licenses must be relin- 
quished. If the HDR band becomes viable 
during this period, the licensee may 
choose to receive a format HDR broadcast 
license and return the AM license to the 
FCC. The AM station then would shut 
down, and the station’s frequency would 
not be reallocated by the commission. 

The proposed plan also would allow the 
band lo be used for STL, TRL and RPU 
applications. These low-power services 
would operate on a nor-interfering basis 
and would be available lo all hroadcasters, 
not just HDR licensees. This service would 
benefit many stations in urban areas 
where STL and RPU frequencies are in 


short supply. To minimize the potential for 
interference, secondary users would be 
licensed on frequencies offset from the 
HDR channels by 100kHz, for example 
580.2MHz. 


Benefits 

As the total number of AM stations 
dwindles through the conversion to HDR 
operation, the remaining full-time and 
part-time AM stations might be able to im- 
prove their service through increased 
power and/or relaxed directional require- 
ments. The result of these changes could 
be a reduction in the number of marginal- 
ly profitable daytimers. The proposal also 
may provide full-time service to the many 
communities that currently lack such 
coverage. 

HDR transmission quality would be 
much better than that currently available 
from today’s AM service. As the number 
of HDR stations increases, there also 
would be less interference to the remain- 
ing AM stations. From the perspective of 
many AM station owners, this plan repre- 
sents a “wiu-win” situation for everyone. 

Because the wavelength at 580MHz is 
Jess than one-fourth that of the present FM 
band, signa) penetration into buildings 
should be better. Transmitting antennas 
could be lighter and have less windload- 
ing, thereby requiring lighter, less expen- 
sive towers. Receive antennas, especially 
those used in automobiles, could have 
higher gain. 

The proposal would relax the receiving 
and transmitting relative bandwidth re- 
quirements because of the lower modula- 
tion index. Ducting and temperature-in- 
versiou propagation anomalies are less 
severe at the HDR frequencies, which 
should iznprove reception reliability. SCA 
paging reliability also should improve. 

HDR proponents claim other benefits to 
the proposal. For instance, as the number 
of AM stations is reduced, thousands of 
acres of prime real estate, now used for 
AM antenna arrays, could be sold to gen- 
erate working capital for the HDR stations 
Finally, as the number of HDR stations in- 
creases, and the number of small AM sta- 
tions decreases, the AM bard might be 
able to return to its former role as a wide- 
area service. 


Technical considerations 
To be viable, the HDR band should use 
existing FM technology standards (with 
the addition of FMX}, thus simplifying 
transmitter and receiver design. This real- 
istic approach requires HDR to be com-

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patible with current equipment. Unfortu- 
nately, this approach eliminates the oppor- 
tunity to apply new technology tech- 
niques, such as digital transmission. 

Maximum modulation will be limited to 
+75kHz. Frequency response, noise and 
distortion specifications would be the 
same as those for the current FM band. 
Stereo will be achieved using the conven- 
tional 19kHz pilot and 23kHz to 53kHz 
subchannel. Subcarrier (SCA) operation is 
permitted between 53kHz and 92kHz. 

As proposed, HDR stations wiil operate 
on 90 channels of 200kHz each, with 
50kW ERP al an antenna height of 500 
feet above average terrain (HAAT), or with 
equivalent facilities. The minimum station 
separation distances are shown in Table 1. 

These parameters will give HDR stations 
coverage similar to that of Class B FM sta- 
tions—28 miles to the 60dBu contour, as 
shown in Table 2. Because of the propaga- 
tion differences at the higher frequencies, 
interference will be less than that on the 
standard FM band. 

There will be only one class of ticense 
available. Stations have to operate with at 
least SkW at 328 feet HAAT to be licensed. 
This is designed to encourage full use of 
the new band and to discourage the short- 
spaced problems now facing many FM 
stalions. 


Receivers 

No new service can succeed if receivers 
are not readily available. Fortunately for 
HDR, this seems to be an easy problem 
to solve. 

Many modern FM receivers use phase- 
locked loop (PLL) synthesized tuning, as 
evident by the use of digital-frequency dis- 
plays. The upper and lower tuning limits 
for such receivers are programmed in a 
ROM. It’s a relatively minor modification 
to reprogram these chips. The receiver 
would tune from 88.IMHz to 107.9MHz, 
then jump to 578.1MHz, the first HDR 
channel. The receiver then would con- 
tinue to tune, in 200kHz steps, to the last 
HDR channe? at 595.9MHz. The next fre- 
quency would be 88.1MHz again (or per- 
haps 530kHz). The technique of using one 
knob for more than one band has been 
successful in television for many years. 


Will it work? 

A large number of questions remain to 
be answered before HDR can become a 
viable broadcast service. The first is 
whether the FCC will seriously consider 
a proposal. The most crucial question may 
be whether the broadcast industry will 
support such a proposal. 

HDR promises to solve a variety of prob- 
lems afflicting daytime stations, and it ul- 
timately could benefit other current and 
future broadcasters. It will be an interest- 
ing proposal to watch. e=))))]

ues, and Windsor broadcasters 
are in a quandary ahout how to stem 
the flow. 


The Bureau of Measurement (BBM) 
fall survey of area listening hahits re- 
veals that “other” — mainly Detroit — 
stations claimed a 73.6 sharé of the 
weekly hours tuned in the “Census 
Metropolitan Area” (CMA). That area 
encompasses Windsor, Tecumseh, St. 
Clair Beach, Belle River, Essex and 
the townships 
of Colchester 
North, 
Maidstone, Ro- 
chester, Sand- 
wich South, 
Sandwich West 
and Anderdon. 

In spite of lib- 
eral Canadian 
Radio-televi- 
sion and Tele- 
communicatio- 
ns Commission 
(CRTC) 
Guidelines with which to combat the 
allure of Detroit stations, Windsor ra- 
dio executives see a disturbing trend 
unfolding as their pore over the latest 
numbers. The 73.6 per cent is an in- 
Crease from the 69.2 registered during 
the spring survey and also up from 68.8 
ofa year ago. 

“It's an ongoing concern. It’s almost 
getting rampant,” admitted Bill 
Timpson, general manager of CKhDWW/ 
CJOM-FM. 

THE LATEST fall survey, based on 
diaries filled in from Sept. 26 to Oct. 
16, contained both good news and bad 
news for Timpson. 

CKWW hung on to No. 1 spot in the 
CMA, with a weekly reach of 48,900. 
Weekly reach reveals the number of 
different persons age seven and over 
who tune in at least 15 minutes a week. 

But that’s down from 65,400 of a 
year ago, while CKWW’s share of 
weekly hours also slumped from 11.2 
to 8.3. The news for CKWW was also 
glum in the full coverage area — as

far as the signal carries — where 
weekly reach plunged from 76,500 to 
59,300. ‘ 

But Timpson could take solace from 
the surge at CJOM-FM, long the junior 
partner of the duo. 

In the CMA, CJOM’s weekly reach 
zoomed to 45,000 from 34,200 of a year 
ago, while its share of weekly hours 
also climbed to 4.2 from 3.1. CJOM also 
enhanced its position in the full-cover- 
age area, where its power boost finally 
seems to be paying dividends. There, 
the station’s weekly reach of 64,600 
was a dramatic improvement from the 
39,300 of the previous year. 

OVER AT CKLW/More 94, mean- 
while, president and general manager 
Terry L. Coles refused to be discour- 
aged, even though the numbers didn’t 
show a dramatic turnahout. : 

CKLW claimed second place to 
CKWW in the CMA in terms of share of 
weekly hours with 5.1 to CKWW’s 8.3. 
But the 5.1 was an erosion from the 6.7 
of a year ago, while the weekly reach 
was off from 31,700 of fast fall to 
30,700. 

CKLW, with its powerful 50,000-watt 
signal, managed to hold its own in the 
full-coverage area with a weekly reac! 
of 75,800, up from 75,700. :

mat Aug. 29 and has hung high hopes 
on such expensive talent as Deano 
Day. 

In the CMA, More 94’s weekly reach 
declined from 19,700 to 16,900. But its 
share of weekly hours improved from 
2.4 to 2.8. In the full-coverage area, 
meanwhile, More 94 sagged from 36,- 
500 listeners to 32,100, 

Coles interpreted the figures in a 
Positive light, noting he is satisfied 
with the demographics and also gains 
in key time slots. 

“We had just launched the FM when 
the BBM survey began to be taken. 
Since that time, we have had a growing 
steady response to our FM station from 
both listeners and advertisers.” 

COLES IS also looking ahead to Jan- 
uary and the Arbitron survey reporting 
on the stations’ showings in the Detroit 
market. 

Windsor’s trio of CBC stations, mean- 
while, had little reason to celebrate. 
While CBE improved its weekly reach 
from 22,600 to 24,700 in the CMA, its 
share of weekly hours was off from 6.5 
to 4.9. Its performance in the full-cov- 
erage area also saw a slump from 4],- 
500 listeners of a year ago to 37,100, 

CBE-FM improved its weekly reach 
to 6,200 from 4,300 in the CMA, retain- 
ing its 1 share of weekly hours — the 
same as last year. In the full-coverage 
area, CBE-FM slipped from 13,000 lis- 
teners to 11,900. 

, French-language station CBEF'’s 
weekly reach of 1,600 in the CMA 
translated into a 0.1 share of weekly 
hours. It’s weekly reach had been’ 2,- 
100 a year ago. The survey also re- 
vealed CBEF made negligible impact 
outside the immediate Windsor area, 
in spite of its strong signa}, claiming 1,- 
900 listeners in the full-coverage area, 
down from 3,200.

Another caller. referring to 
WDAS's parent company, Unity 
Broadcasting of New York, which 
apparently ordered the cutbacks, 
told Woods: 

“The African-American commu- 
nity in Philadelphia has got to come 
together and take buses or whatever 
up to New York and stend up and 
fight those people.”

Regardless of what listeners plan 
to do, Woods called for a meeting last 
night of the organization he 
founded, the Uniied Black Business 
Association, to help the struggling 
stations. 

Neither Unity Broadcasting nor
